From testimony taken at the in- 
quest and autopsy held at the under- 
taking establishment of I. N. Knop- 
snyder in Colton Friday afternoon, 
everything points conclusively to the 
murder of a Mexican by the name of 
Nicholas Quinonez, aged 36, a track 
walker, a short distance from Guasti. 

The first knowledge of the mur- 
der was when Southern Pacific pas- 
senger train No. 35, leaving. Colton 
at 2:06, reached the spot about 2:30 
where the dead man fay outstretched 
on the ground near the tracks. The 
dea man had left his velocipede 
standing on the main tracks, headed 
west, this being strictly against the 
rules of the railroad, and when En- 
gineer J. C. Woodworth saw the ob- 
atruction ahead he immediately throt- 
tled his engine and found the dead 
man alongside the tracks. 

Coroner J. B. Hanna was immedi- 
ately telephoned and he in «urn tele- 
phoned Undertaker Knopsnyder to go 
and get the body, which was. still 
warm upon his arrival on the scene. 

At the inquest it was found that 
two shots were fired at. the man, and 
it is believed from the testimony 
gleaned from the witnesses that ‘the 
first one was fired at the man while 
he was drivivg his tricar west, as 
the bullet pierced a pocketbook in 
the left pocket of the man’s over- 
alls, dented a penny and a dime and 
was found loose farther down the 
overall leg. 

It is further believed that. Quinonez 
left his tri-car and started to run 
away from the tracks when another 
bullet took lodgment in the breast- 
bone, and at the autopsy made by 
Drs. Coy ad Linker of the San Ber. 
nardino county hospital, the missing 
was found 
that both bullets were from a .38 re- 
volver. 

When the man was found by the 
engine train crew, he was lying front 
down with his face sideways, the 
toes sticking in the ground. ~~”

murder of the man. Some empty 
shells were also found near a clump 
of trees about 260 feet from where 
the man lay, but it 1s belfeved that 
these were left there by men and 
boys that do target practice, as a 
fruit tree was filled with a number 
of bulelts. 

The dead man leaves a widow and 
five children, ranging from a_ babe 
a few months old to a girl of seven 
years. 

Coroner Hanna was present at the 
inquest with District Attorney M. O. 
Hert, and those who testified were 
J.C. Woodworth of Colton, Joe Jen- 
nings, section foreman of the Guasti 
section, I. N. Knopsnyder and Spe- 
cial Officer S. ©. Overstreet of the 
Southern Pactfic Company. After 
holding the autopsy Dr. Coy render- 
ed an opinion that the man came to 
his death by a gunshot wound in 
the breast. 

Life is held too. cheaply,” said 
Coroner Hanna. “No matter in what 
scale of life a man may be found he 
has the right to life and Wberty, It 
is time we are wakening up, as there 
are too many murders. Law-abiding 
citizens should be better protected.”

MONEY-COUNTYRE- 
GEIVES $1,167,088 


The disposition of  $1,167,088.67 
20 taxes, was detailed Saturday in 
an impertant statement prepared “hs 
C. BE. Hammer, tax expert and chief 
deputy in Auditor S. G. Berger's of- 
fice. 

That the schools of the county 
form the greatest item of expense is 
indicated by the statement. The va- 
rious school funds were paid $520,- 
419.91 of the $1,167,088.67 of the 
county by Tax Collector C. D. Van 
Wie, or 446-10 per cent of the total 
tax money for the first half of the 
year. The collections during the 
first half period were 62 3-10 per cent 
of the total amount charged on the 
tax rolls for the year. 

Out of ‘the $1,167,088.67 collected 
only $384,300.52 is for funds within 
the jurisdiction of the board of su- 
pervisors. This is 329-10 per cent 
of all the money collected. 

Taxes collected for cities and de- 
livered to city treasurers totaled 
$113,812.40, or 115-10 per cent of the 
total collections. 

A total of $109,894.29, or 94-10 per 
cent, 
and bond interest voted by the peo- 
ple.

_ Continived: trom Page 1) 
stcod that the company was furnish- 
ing all of the water available and 
few complaints were received at the 
office. The 16th street wells fur. 
nished an excellent supply during 
the ‘season and stood the heavy draft 
put upon them. The water plane ré- 
ceded bélow the bottom of the shafts 
at most of the wells, which shows a 
rather serious drain upon the stored 
waters in this basin. Unless we 
have raine sufficient to furnish flood 
waters for storage above these wells, 
I would not expect them to furnish as 
great.a supply of water for the com: 
ing season as they did in 1919. While 
the rains this year have been slightly 
heavier than during the same period 
last year, they certainly have not been 
sufficient ‘to encourage the belief 
that our wate rsupply for this year 
‘ill. be. restored to tformal. Up to 
this time there has been very little 
increase in the stream water and 
there is no certainty that later rains 
vill improve stream conditions much.
